HE general advance on Mukden has 
commenced, the Japanese artillery being 
actively engaged in shelling the Russian 
positions prior to an infantry assault. 

General Kuroki's army «is again attempting 


to turn the enemy’s flank.. So confident 
are the Japanese of oceupying Mukden that 
Genera! Nodzu, according’ to- a Mukden 


telegram, has assured the Chinese that their 
dynastie. tombs, as well as-the ancient’ Manchu 
palace, -will be respected when біз troops 
oceupy the town. ‘This news,is naively trans- 
mitted from St. Petersburg without comment. 
All-indications show that General Kuropatkin 
will make a desperate stand at Mukden. He 
has received. reinforcements daily from Harbin, 
and, in any event, the battle which ‘has begun 
will be of vast importance.

Each evening 
the route taken by the armoured vehicles was varied, and 
dense mobs.of hostile men and women were cleverly out- 
witted. Twenty male operatives were shut up in the 
Curzon Mill for the greater part of last week. On leaving 
for their homes early on Saturday morning they stated 
that they had been very comfortable in the mill, but were 
glad to get out of it. Their employers provided them with 
plenty of good food free of charge, good beds, and news- 
papers to read after working hours. A meeting of the 
representatives of masters and men has been arranged at 
the Ashton Town Hall, when it is hoped that a settlemend 
of the dispute will be arrived at, 


Glasgow Train Collision, — A serious double 
collisioff occurred last Saturday night out-ide St. Enoch'« 
Station, Glasgow. The nine o'clock train for Kilmarnock 
was leaving the station when it was run into by a light 
engine, and three carriages were wrecked.

A New Carrot. 
T: gardener making a special line of exhibition 


carrots will do well to try the Summer Favourite, 
of which I give an Illustration. It is undoubtedly 
an acquisition to the long list of exhibition varieties 
which are really worthy of cultivation, for it pro- 
duces handsome, well-grown, bright cochineal-scarlet roots, 
very early in the season. The picture represents its shape , 
its quality is superb; and as an exhibition variety, coming 
into use early, it will be foune invaluable for showing in

the summer months. For early forcing, seed should be 
sown in January in frames, or in February op a warm 
border. Make successional and main crop sowings during 
March and April in deep, well-conditioned soil, to which 
manure has not been recently applied ; cover the seed very 
lightly in half-inch drills, and, as soon as the plants аге 
strong enough to handle, thin out from four to eight inches. 
Further sowings may be made up to the;end of June. 
Fattening Turkeys. 

Three weeks-is considered a sufficient time for the hen 
turkeys, and a little longer for the cocks, provided the 
birds are in good condition when put up. The chief thing 
to be borne in mind is that the food must be of a sac- 
charine kind. Potatoes, swedes, mangolds boiled soft 
and mixed,with ground oats, barley-meal, buckwheat-meal, 
or maize-meal constitute good fattening foods. The 
French fatten with beetroot, artichokes, or potatces, boiled 
and mixed with meal, and also supply acorns, chestnuts, 
and walnuts; the latter, they consider, give a delicious 
flavour to the meat. ‘T'roughs should be used for food, 
and these are best made with a rail attached, say from | 
four to six inches high from the top, so that the birds 
cannot step inside and upset them. It is advisable when | 
the weather is fine to allow the birds out in the morning 
and evening before being fed, and to feed them outside. 
It is best to vary the food as much as possible, which pro- 
duces a keener relish, and so induces them to consume 
more and fatten quicker. It is a good thing where milk 
is cheap to give them this to drink, and to mix their meals 
with it instead of water. While fattening they require 
plenty of ventilation and fresh air, and should have a good 
supply of grit, sand, and lime rubbish to aid digestion. 
The house and all feeding-vessels must be scrupulous'y 
clean, and the birds kept in a quiet place shaded from the 
light, where they cannot see other birds at liberty.

Towards the end of the month it is advisable not to let 

too long in cold frames, for, although they 

may be out of danger from frosty nights there, the damp

atmosphere is not likely to do them any gool after the 
month is far advanced. Cinerarias and calceolarias will 
take no harm yet, if they can be protected from frosty nights, 
now liable to occur. If any veronicas, salvias, or Richardia 
tethiopica that have been planted out still remain unpotted 
they should be taken up ànd potted at once, keeping them 
in a close pit for а week or two until they have begun to 
make roots. Chrysanthemums should be got under glass 
in the latter part of the month, giving them plenty of 
liquid manure to assist the flowers now coming on. If 
they are at all affected with aphides, fumigate freely 
во as to destroy the insects before the' blooms begin 
to open. Should any. mildew appear on the léaves, dust 
with sulphur immediately, or it will soon spread. lf a 
very líttle warmth can be given to a portion of the earliest, 
with some air continually on the house, the flowers will be 
finer and their. opening accelerated. The principal stock of 
bulbs, including hyacinths, narcissus, tulips, crocuses, 
snowdrops, and scillas, ought to be potted, plunging them 
ott of doors in coal-ushes or cocoa-nut fibre, where they 
should remain till they have made plenty of roots. See that 
cyclamens are not kept too cold, ially.the . young 
stock that has been raised from Seed. this summer. 'To 
grow these handsome flowering plants up to their best 
form they should be treated almost continuously from the 
time the seeds are sown to an intermediate temperature. 
Seeds of cyclamens may yet be sown if there is likely to be 
a deficiency of stock for another year, managing them as 
advised for the earlier sowing. Get indoors all -wooded 
plants not yet housed, standing them near to the grass, 
and not crowding them too close together. 


Mushroom Culture. 


PREPARATION OF MaTERIAL.—'This is the most essential 
pgint to be studied to ensure success, Procure fresh stable 

anure, which should consist of half droppings and half 
short litter; this must be thoroughly turned over every 
other day for about a fortnight. Manure obtained from 
unhealthy cattle, or from those whieh have been fed on 
green food or carrots, should not be used for this purpose.
